Controversy swirls 
over reilrosds 
J 
gates, signals

Controversy continues to swirl around 
the reliability of the gates and signals 
protecting the intersection of North A 
Street and the Southern Pacific railroad 
tracks at Laurel Avenue. 
Last Wednesday an unidentified motor­ 
ist narrowly escaped being caught be­ 
tween the gates in the path of a freight 
train. The incident was the latest in a 
long series that have plagued the rail­ 
road intersection since the electronic 
signals were installed in 1967. One woman 
motorist has been injured in a collision 
of her car and a freight train and there 
have been dozens of near misses report­ 
ed. Critics of the safety factors charge 
that the railroad signals have malfunc­ 
tioned and there is a faulty time sequence 
that 
sometimes delays 
the activation 
of the gates until a freight train is ac­ 
tually in the intersection. Officials of the 
railroad denied the allegations at a pub­ 
lic hearing some months ago.

Mrs. Ronald Saladino, publicity chair­ 
man of Lompoc Valley Safety Council 
told the Record the latest incident was 
observed by Mrs. Alice Ann Nilsen. 
Mrs. Nilson reportedly said the motor­ 
ist found himself in the middle of the 
intersection with the gates beginning to 
fall into place and a freight train on its 
way. 
The motorist “ gunned” his car and 
slipped away seconds before the gates 
fell into place, she said. Mrs. Nilsen 
had 
to “ slam on her brakes to avoid 
hitting the gates.” 
Other critics charge the railroad's 
practice 
of 
“ humping” freight cars 
through the intersection each afternoon 
poses severe hazards for motorists. 
The critics charge that the frieght 
cars run loose aftor they are cut from 
the train of cars in a process railroads 
use to “ makeup” new freight shipments. 
Last Friday, Mrs. Nilsen reportedly 
observed a woman motorist trapped 
between the gates with a car free-running 
freight car passing in front of her 
stopped car. 
On Sept 8. Mrs. Saladino charges 
that railroad employes waved motorists 
around the gates on either side because 
of a malfunctioning that had locked the 
gates in the down position. At one time 
she said a motorist was waved into the 
intersection when a free-running freight 
car was entering the intersection. 
Mrs. Saladino said that Mrs. Oe-Wayne 
Holmdahl, a resident of Miguelito Canyon 
reported that she was traveling north 
on A Street on Sept. 17 when she ob­ 
served a railroad engine in the inter­ 
section before the gates had fallen into 
place.

Kiesinger in 


challenge to 
Brandt's bid

BONN (UPD — Chancellor Kurt Georg 
Kiesinger took drastic action today to 
end speculation that the value of the mark 
will be increased. It was a direct chal­ 
lenge to Foreign MinisterWillyBrandt’s 
bid to oust him as West German lead­ 
er. 
Kiesinger’s 
Christian 
Democratic 
Party won a plurality in Sunday’s elec­ 
tion of a new Parliament, which elects 
the West German chancellor. Brandt’s 
Social Democrats were close behind, and 
the two men battled today for third par­ 
ty support which would give them the 
majority needed to rule. 
The small Free Democratic Party, 
which won 30 seats in the Sunday elec­ 
tion, holds the key to power since it 
could give leadership to either Kiesinger 
or Brandt by joining a coliation. Brandt 
appeared to have a slight edge in the 
struggle for Free Democratic support. 
Brandt has openly favored a revalua­ 
tion of the mark upward and there was 
speculation he would make this move 
should he succeed Kiesinger as chan­ 
cellor. Kiesinger last Thursday ordered 
the money markets closed until after the 
election to prevent any market turbu­ 
lence. 
Kiesinger, working with the Federal 
Bank, agreed today to stop supporting 
the dollar and other foreign currencies 
in hopes of ending speculation on an up­ 
ward revaluation of the mark. In the past 
the government banks have poured out 
millions of marks to support the pound 
and dollar and keep the mark at its 
present level of about 25 cents. 
A government spokesman said the 
Federal Bank also will raise the mini­ 
mum reserve requirements on accounts 
held by non-Germans in a further at­ 
tempt to discourage speculation. The 
government also increased levies on im­ 
ports of all agricultural products topre- 
by exporting food from other Common 
Market members to Germany. 
With this out of the way, Kiesinger 
announced it would be possible to reopen 
the country’s foreign exchange markets 
Tuesday. 
The tense situation followed the re­ 
sults of the Sunday voting for the 496- 
member house. The necessary majority 
is 249 and Kiesinger held 242 seats, 
Brandt 224. The Free Democrats held 
30 seats, enough to tip the balance eith­ 
er way.

Regional Czech government 
quits as purge continues

PRAGUE (UPD —The regional Czech government of liberal Premier Stanislave 
Razl resigned today as part of the nationwide purge that saw the fall of such lib­ 
erals as Alexander Dubcek and Josef Smrkovsky, leaders of the Czechoslovak 
reform movement. 
Prague 
Radio 
announced that the 
government of the Czech region of Czech­ 
oslovakia decided to resign but it made 
no mention of any new leaders. There 
were predictions the government of the 
Slovak region also would be reshuffled. 
A new federal Czechoslovak govern­ 
ment led by Premier Oldrich Cernik 
was announced Sunday to replace the lib­ 
eral-studded government which resigned 
Saturday in the purge being carried out 
by the Central Committee of the Com­ 
munist Party. 
The 
ruling Central Committee an­ 
nounced 
Dubcek 
and other ranking 
liberals — leaders of the 1968 reform 
movement that brought the Soviet led in­ 
vasion — had been ousted from important 
positions of leadership 
The changes in the party and govern­ 
ment will continue at the district, re­ 
gional and city level. The party forged 
ahead today with low-level houseclean- 
ing. Expulsions and ousters were also

trade unions, where there has been heavy 
resistance to government measures.

WASHINGTON (UPI)— The House this 
week hopes to do in two days what took 
the Senate eight weeks to accomplish— 
pass a multibillion dollar military pur­ 
chasing bill. 
Up before the House Wednesday will be 
a $21.3 billion version of the Senate- 
passed $20 billion military procurement 
bill. It includes permission for start of 
the antiballistic missile system, pur­

Senate. 
But when the measure comes up Wed­ 
nesday, it will be under ground rules 
allowing only three hours of general 
debate. After that will come tightly 
limited arguments on amendments sim­ 
ilar to some of those that were launch­ 
ed, largely without success, in the Sen­ 
ate. 
These amendments would bar deploy­ 
ment of the antimissile system, cut 
off additional purchases of the C5A and 
prevent constri ction of additional air­ 
craft carriers.

In addition to coping with the problem 
of supplemental fund drives by member 
agencies, United Fund directors must 
revamp procedures for the disposition 
of donations collected at Vandenberg Air 
Force Base. 
For years the sizable donations have 
been split between Lompoc and Santa 
Maria on a percentage arrangement bas­ 
ed on the residence location of base 
personnel. Santa Maria United Fund of­ 
ficials have handled the monies first 
and then given a portion to Lompoc. 
Critics in Lompoc have sought a re­ 
view of the breakdown because of the 
feeling that the percentage arrangement 


is unrealistic. At the same time the cri­ 
tics acknowledge that there is no written 
agreement with the management of the 
Santa Maria United Fund and that the 
cooperative system has benefited Lom­ 
poc. 
Santa Maria has had a consistently 
strong United Fund organization, while 
the setup in Lompoc was dormant for 
periods of time. The critics note that 
even when Lompoc UF was having organ­ 
izational difficulties the funds continued 
to come in from Santa Maria. 
UF officials in Lompoc say it is 
only a matter of sitting down with the 
Santa Maria officials and negotiating an 
equitable split of the monies. 
A committee composed of representa­ 
tives of both cities are presently work­ 
ing to resolve the problem. 
Last year, Lompoc United Fund receiv­ 
ed about $34,000 from donations at the 


big Air Force Base. Most of the money 
came from actual donations at the base 
and the balance from area headquarters 
of AID, Associated InGroup Donors. 


Money is contributed in three ways; 
Contractors collect some of it and split 
the monies between the two cities; other 
contractors send all the monies toe it tier 
city which then forwards a percentage 
to the other city; federal collections are 
worked out in a combined campaign. A 
portion of the latter monies goes to 
Santa Maria, for the eventual split with 
Lompoc, and small sums go directly to 
a few national welfare groups.

Stray dog crusade not productive 


STRADIVARIUS or not is the question facing Staff Sergeant Doyle W. Williams as he inspects 
a family heirloom which could be termed a true Stradivarius. Markings within the violin are 
the same as those used by the famed violin maker. 


Sergeant's violin a Stradivarius? 


It is a genuine Stradivarius 
or isn’t it? 
Only an expert can tell. And 
there are no known violin ex­ 
perts among the missilemen at 
Vandenberg. 
Staff Sergeant Doyle W. Wil­ 
liams 
admits 
that he doesn’t 
know whether or not the violin 
he owns is an original Stradi- 
various. But a label inside the 
instrument shows the markings 
‘ A. S. 1736” inside a double 
circle, accompanied by a mal- 
tese cross. And, according to 
the 
Encyclopedia Britannica, 
Antonio Stradivarius often used 
this system to identify the ex­ 
quisite, famed instruments he 
made. 
During his own time Stradi­ 
varius received from $50 to 
$75 for his work, which was con­ 
sidered relatively high. Today, 
however, 
these 
same violins 
sell for $15,000 to $100,000. 
Sergeant William’s wife, Billy 
calls the string instrument her 
"valuable piece of junk.” 
It is the dream of every great 
concert violinist to some day 
own and play a Stradivarius. 
According 
to 
Sergeant Wil­ 
liams, however, his violin does 
have a "glorious” playing his­ 
tory prior to 1045, at which 
time it was retired. 
"My mother would use the old 
"fiddle” to play at the local 
hoedowns and other special oc­ 
casions when we lived in Tex­ 
as. After my mother quit play­ 
ing the instrument we just put 
it away in the closet. 
‘ We’ve had the violin in our 
family for more than 100 years” 
continued Sergeant Williams. 
‘ During one especially hard 
year my father traded it for a 
bushel of corn in order to feed 
the family. Of course, this was 
before he found out it was val­ 
uable. A few months later, when 
things got better, my father was 
able to buy it back for $5. 
The family tradition has al­ 
ways been to pass the violin on 
to the youngest son. My father 
was offered $5,000 at one time 
by a touring orchestra leader 
but he turned down the offer 
and passed the instrument on 
to me when I was six.” 
The more than 200-year old 
violin is kept in an old black, 
wooden case, 
which has the 
shape of a pine wood coffin. 
"Most people find the violin’s 
carrying case a lot more fac- 
inating than the instrument it­ 
self” added Sergeant Williams. 


Would the sergeant part with 
his ‘fiddle’? * If I got a good 
enough o fe r for it I might ser­ 
iously consider selling it” Ser­ 
geant Williams says. "If I don’t 
sell it, then the violin will be­ 
long to Walt, my youngest son.” 


Sergeant Williams works in 
the cable splicing section of the 
392nd Communications Squad­ 
ron and lives with his wife, 
Billy, and children, Boyle Jr., 
15, Dolores, 13, and Walter, 11, 
on base.

A 176-pound satellite carry­ 
ing eight experiments to study 
the polar ionosphere, the North­ 
ern Lights and related phen­ 
omena, 
is 
scheduled 
to be 
lauched by a four-stage Scout 
rocket from the Western Test 
Range Wednesday, at Vanden­ 
berg Air Force Base. 
Called ESRO-IB, the Europ­ 
ean designed and built satellite 
is the fourth in a cooperative 
program between the European 
Space Research Organization 
(ESRO) and the National Aero­ 
nautics and Space Administra­ 
tion (NASA). 
The program is carried out 
under term s of an agreement 
signed by the two organizations 
in December 1966, relating to 
providing ESRO with launching 
and associated services. 
ESRO-IB 
is a duplicate or 
backup version of ESRO 1-Auro­ 
rae, a cooperative ESRO-NASA 
project, which was successfully 
launched into a highly elliptical 
near polar orbit by NASA 
on 
Oct. 3, 1968, and is still opera­ 
ting. 
The same complement of eight 
experim ents-a series of high- 
latitude 
particle 
detectors, 
auroral photometers, and Lan- 
gmiur probes—is being carried 
on board ESRO-IB.

ersity of Denmark; Kiruna Geo­ 
physical Observatory, Sweden;

For girls this includes Indian-orient­ 
ed costumes of their tribal choice — 
gowns of various colors and styles, In­ 
dian bead headbands with crown of feath­ 
ers and necklaces of shells, fossils, 
rocks or other nature objects. 
Currently there are five girl-mother 
tribes; Canalino, Mojave, Shawnee, Zuni 
and Cachuma. Over all are Okizu Na­ 
tion Indian chiefs, Red Cloud (Mrs. Wil­ 
liam Fackler)and daughter Little Cloud 
(Valerie) pictured below. 
Indian Guides currently Include father 
and sons in 13 tribes: Blackfoot, Crow, 
Chumash, Musclero, Inca, Sac, Kicka- 
poo, Comanche, Cayuse, Chickasaw, Ap­ 
ache and Seneca. Over all are Valley 
Nation Indian chiefs, Red Squirrel (Dud 
Steademan) and son Grey Squirrel (Rog­ 
er) pictured above, and Hill Nation In­ 
dian chiefs. Falling Star (Jack Tunell) 
and son Bright Star (Keith). Federation 
chiefs, who guide the entire Indian Prin­ 
cess, Indian Guide program are Grisley 
Bear (Dale Borgard) and son Black Bear 


(Brad). 
Costumes of guides are also an in­ 
dividual tribal choice, differing in col­ 
or, m aterials and type of dress ■—pull­ 
overs or vests with jeans being the pop­ 
ular wear, lieaded headbands differ in de­ 
sign according to tribe. Beads become 
a highly individual thing as represent­ 
ing each boys personal achievements. 
The beads are awards for such re­ 
quirem ents as saying the Indian guide 
names correctly or attending tribe and 
nation meetings. 
Each tribe owns its own handmade 
drum for use in cerem onial rites and tri- 
l>al pow wows.

The tall, athletic Republican 
from Texas gets e x c i t e d 
when he talks a b o u t the 
work he is doing in Congress 
on population control. His 
usual posture is a 45-degree 
angle, with one leg crossed, 
in the big. leather chair in 
his office 
But when Rep. 
George Bush talks about the 
t w o-m o n t h-old Republican 
Task Force on Population 
and Earth Resources ihe is 
chairman», he leans over the 
desk and speaks intently. 
“ Population c o n t r o l and 
family planning.” said Bush, 
“ is too important to whisper 
and giggle about now ” 
For a party task force. 
Bush's group is unusually 
active. The members meet 
each week to hear experts 
explain all aspects of popu­ 
lation planning. One week, 
a s t r o n a u t Frank Borman 
dropped in to explain how 
satellites can help l o c a t e 
s c h o o l s of fish and other 
natural resources. But the 
guests were usually doctors, 
scientists, 
sociologists 
and 
businessmen who are work­ 
ing on some phase of the 
problem 
Staff members and con­ 
gressional interns crowd the 
hearing room every week, 
listening and taking notes. 
“ The purpose of this group 
is to study the problem.” 
Bush said. “ It’s less a ques­ 
tion of specific legislation 
than of a willingness to come 
face to face with these prob­ 
lems and then to act on 
them. 
* “ We are also trying to 
assess the r e s i s t a n c e to 
family planning by certain 
groups. So far, it looks like 
opposition from r e l i g i o u s 
groups and the black mili­ 
tants isn’t too serious.” 
Most of the members of 
the task force are cospon­ 
soring legislation concerning 
population control. Bush is 
one of the principle sponsors 
of one of the most ambitious 
pieces of population legisla­ 
tion now pending before Con­ 
gress. It’s a bipartisan bill 


which has been introduced 
in both Houses and would 
set up a National Center for 
Population and Fam ily Plan­ 
ning in the Department of 
Health. Education, and W el­ 
fare. 
I ’nder this bill, which is 
still in committee in both 
Houses, family p l a n n i n g 
services, research, training 
and related programs would 
be c o m b i n e d in a single, 
high-level office. Bush said 
the bill would not “ erode 
out” the voluntary organi­ 
zations but would use the 
patterns set by such organi­ 
zations. 
“ The problem has gotten 
too big for them.” he said 
frankly. Bush’s own interest 
in family planning started 
when he became active in 
the Planned Parenthood pro­ 
grams in his home town of 
Houston. Tex. 
“ I don’t suppose I ’m really 
too qualified for this.” he 
chuckled, motioning toward 
the photographs lining 
his 
bookshelves and walls—pho­ 
tographs of his wife and five 
children. 
The task force is working 
to have more money allotted 
for population research and 
family planning in the budg­ 
et. The money would support 
foreign aid programs under 
the Agency for International 
Development 
( A I D ) 
and 
domestic programs in 
re­ 
search like the ones at the 
National Institute of Health. 
Oscar Hardavy, program 
officer in charge of the popu­ 
lation division of the Ford 
Foundation, 
said 
the 
AID 
program in b i r t h control 
must not be used as a sub­ 
stitute for other kinds of 
aid. 
“ Countries where the birth 
c o n t r o l program operates 
are suspicious of the United 
States,” he said. "They see 
the U.S. as a rich, white, 
capitalist country that is try­ 
ing to hold down another 
country’s population 
A n d 
they suspect our motives. 
“ We have to show them 
that we believe that what is 
good for New Delhi is good 
for Scarsdale.”

NEW YORK (UPI}—After a 
line of human cancer cells had 
been cultured in a laboratory 
for 15 months viruses popped 
up among them. Cancer science 
has to ask, could this be its 
long-sought goal—.t direct asso­ 
ciation of a human cancer with 
causative viruses? 
Science has little doubt that 
at least some human cancers 
are caused by viruses. They 
cause cancers in an assortment 
of “ biological systems” and 
there is no reasons to believe 
the human system is exempt. 
Yet no human cancer virus has 
yet been identified 
And that despite years of 
monumental trying, in cancer 
laboratories around the world. 
There have been a number of 
claims which proved to be false 
and 
so 
at 
this 
stage 
the 
scientists who found viruses in 
their 
laboratory cultures of 
human cancer cells are making 
NO claims. 
They’re reporting what hap­ 
pened in their laboratory, (in 
“ Cancer,” technical journal of 
the American Cancer Society,) 
thereby inviting other scientists 
to follow the same experimen­ 
tal trail and see if they cometo 
the same viral end. 
Drs. John W. Smith, Donald 
Pinkel and Stanley Dabrowski. 
working in the virology labors 
tory 
of St. Jude Children’s 
Research Hospital, Memphis, 
Tenn., began with the cells of a 
Wilms' tumor removed surgi­ 
cally from a 15-month-old boy. 
It is a rare and unusual 
cancer 
which arises in the 
kidney, almost always in very 
young children. In recent years 
cancer science has learned how 
to cure it in a high percentage 
of cases. 
These cells they cultured in 
laboratory dishes. In all there 
were 40 passages, that is, one 
culture succeeding another, and 
in the course of them the cells 
began changing shape which, in 
their 
opionion represented a 
“ spontaneous transformation.” 
If it was, it could represent 
an outside force at work—a 
virus. Science now suspects the 
existence of “ slowsacting viru­ 
ses” which remain dormant in 
cells for years before manifest­ 
ing themselves. 
At 
the 
40th 
passage 
the 
electron microscope revealed a 
small virus enclosed in a double 
membrane. It was present in 1 
to 10 per cent of the cells, 
• 
depending on which culture dish 
they came from. 
The scientists were confident 


the virus hadn’t gotten into 
their cultures from the culture 
mediums 
or 
other 
possible 
laboratory contamination and 
besides this particular virus 
had 
never been detected in 
their laboratory before. 


“ Obviously, the significance 
of this observation remains to 
be 
determined,” 
they said, 
having provided the detail that 
will permit other scientists to 
join

plus.

During World War I, he ac­ 
tually recruited for the Brit 
ish army, in the mistaker 
belief that the British woulc 
give India its independence 
after the war.

The rude awakening came 
with the Amritsar massacre 
ol 1919, when nearly 490 In 
dians were shot down in cold 
blood by the British. 
Nonviolence, in Mahatma 
Gandhi’s definition, is not to 
be confused with cowardice, 
for it requires greater cour­ 
age. he m a i n t a i n e d . It 
means standing firm and as­ 
serting what one believes to 
be right, even in the face of 
violence. The real victory 
consists in persuading the 
opponent that one is right, 
Gandhi taught, and this is 
his philosophical legacy at 
the approaching 100th anni­ 
versary of his birth.

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Making the Sound Barrier

LONDON — ( NEA) — He 
looked more like a scare­ 
crow’ than a leader of men. 
Even at summit meetings 
with heads of state, he wore 
nothing more than a loin­ 
cloth. 
The r i m l e s s spectacles 
perched on the end of his 
nose and the big ears pro­ 
truding from the bald, wal­ 
nut-colored head gave Ma­ 
hatma Gandhi a s l i g h t l y 
comic appearance. But there 
was 
nothing 
comic 
about 
“ Gandhiji," as his followers 
affectionately called him. 
He was the George Wash­ 
ington of India. He fought 
for and won independence 
tor 459 million people in the 
most successful rebellion 
against the British since the 
1776 American war of inde­ 
pendence. 


He i n v e n t e d nonviolent 
passive resistance, which is 
now being used as a weapon 
against authority by student 
activists the world over. This 
should make him a bigger 
hippie hero than Che Gue­ 
vara or Chairman Mao. 
Yet most of the students 
who lay down in the streets 
to resist arrest have never 
even heard of Gandhi. His 
assassination o c c u r r e d in 
1948 before many of them 
were born. 
On the other hand, 
the 
British Establishment, which 
once looked upon Gandhi as 
a dangerous rebel, has now 
taken him to its bosom, and 
is in the process of canoniz­ 
ing him as a saint. 
The 100th anniversary of 
Gandhi’s birth, which falls 
on Oct. 2, is being made an 
occasion for national cele- 
¡bration here. It started ear­ 
lier in the year with a Gan­ 
dhi memorial service at St 
Paul's Cathedral, conducted 
by the archbishop of Canter­ 
bury. 
Since then, t h e r e have 
been r a d i o and television 
document ar i es based on 
Gandhi’s life, a Gandhi exhi­ 
bition at the 
British 
Mu­ 
seum. and the post office has 
even issued a special com­ 
memorative stamp bearing 
his likeness. 
The climax will come at a 
Royal Albert Hall memorial 
concert Oct. 21, when the 
Prince of Wales, Prim e Min­ 
ister H a r o l d Wilson, and 
Earl Mountbatten of Burma, 
last of the British viceroys 
to India, will pay tribute to 
the little man whose name, 
M a h a t m a , means “ great 
soul.” 


1922, after he had written an 
anti-British 
article 
in 
the 
newspaper “ Young India.” 
In his closing s p e e c h . 
Gandhi painted a damning 
picture of the British repres­ 
sion which had called forth 
the article. He then said that 
the trial had been a perfectly 
fair one. and that he was not 
asking for mercy. “ The only 
c o u r s e open to you. the 
judge.” he said, “ is either to 
resign your post, or to in­ 
flict on me the severest pen­ 
alty if you believe that the 
system and the law you ad­ 
minister are just ones." 
The judge and the prisoner 
bowed to each other 
The 
judge said. “ Even those who 
differ from you in politics 
look upon you as a man of 
high ideals and of noble and 
even saintly life.” He then 
sent Gandhi to prison for six 
years. 
Gandhi paid a high price 
for such moral ascendancy 
in the opinion of many. Even 
when free of prison walls, he 
led an ascetic life, giving up 
all personal possessions and 
renouncing all pleasure. A 
strict vegetarian, G a n d h i 
lived principally on goat’s 


milk (cow’s milk was re­ 
jected because people treat 
cows cfuelly). “ If anybody 
«•••d Thnt I should die if I did 
not take beef tea or mutton 
even under medical advice, I 
would prefer death,” he de­ 
clared. 
Perhaps Gandhi’s f i n e s t 
contribution was his fight to 
win equality for the millions 
of “ untouchables” who are 
the victims of India's tragic 
caste system. At the Gandhi 
ashram which I visited, the 
untouchables are treated as 
b r o t h e r s . 
Gandhi called 
them Harijans. m e a n i n g 
“ the people of God.” 
Some say that Gandhi died 
of a broken heart as much as 
of an assassin's bullet. He 
was opposed to the partition 
of the Indian subcontinent 
into the two nations of India 
and Pakistan. Afterwards he 
saw all that he stood for go 
up in the flames of Hindu- 
Moslem rioting. He seemed 
almost to welcome the Hindu 
fanatic who burst into his 
p r a y e r meeting at Birla 
House. Delhi, on Jan. 30, 
1948. and shot him.

Questions and answers to analyze 
the Judge Haynsworth controversy

WASHINGTON

-An 
analysis of 
the 
Haynsworth 
controversy. In question and 
answer form: 
Q: Who is he? 
A: Clement Furman Hayns­ 
worth 
Jr., 
56, a well-to-do 
Greenville, S.C. 
lawyer, “ the 
fifth generation of a long and 
illustrious line of South Caro­ 
lina lawyers” according to Sen. 
Strom Thurmond, R-S.C. He 
was appointed to the 4th U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals by 
President Dwight D. Eisenhow­ 
er 12 years ago and has been 
its 
chief judge since 
1964. 
President 
Nixon 
nominated 
Haynsworth 
to 
the Supreme 
Court seat 
vacated by Abe 
Fortas’ resignation. The Senate 
Judiciary Committee is con­ 
sidering his nomination. 
Q: 
Do 
we 
have 
another 
Fortas affair? 
A; Not exactly. Haynsworth’s 
critics have brought up nothing 
to match the disclosure that 
cost Fortas his Supreme Court 
seat—the fact that he had a 
$20,000-a-year contract to help 
a charitable foundation headed 
by Louis Wolfson, a financier 
later jailed for stock irregular­ 
ities. 
Fortas vs. Haynsworth 
But there are similarities. 
Neither man was accused of 
dishonesty, but both are rich 
and critics say their outside 
sources of money offend the 
image of judicial purity. Even 
before 
the Wolfson tie was 
disclosed, the Senate denied 
Fortas the chief justiceship. He 
was 
criticized for taking a 
$15,000 law school lecture fee 
contributed by businessmen and 
former clients, and for advising 
President Lyndon B. Johnson— 
a breach of the separation of 
powers, his critics said. 
Haynsworth 
neither 
moon­ 
lights nor hobnobs with pres­ 
idents. 
He 
has 
roughly 
$1 
million worth of stocks and 
bonds, 
divided 
among 
46 
companies. And tie made more 
than $400,000 from a vending 
machine company he and a few 
friends started, operated and 
finally sold. 
Critics contend Haynsworth 
failed to disqualify 
himself 
from at least two cases in 
which 
he 
had 
a 
financial 
interest, however* 
slight 
or 
indirect. 
On 
one, 
he was 
accused of directly violating a 
canon of judicial ethics. One 
witness said the judge also 
ruled on 12 cases involving 
former law clientir-Tand ruled 
in their favor 10 of the 12 
times. 
With some exceptions, the 
senators 
most 
disturbed by 
Fortas’ nonjudicial activities 
were 
conservatives who dis­ 
liked his liberal court opinions 
concerning 
pornography, 
re­ 
strictions on Communists, civil 
rights and rights of criminal 
defendants. Many Republicans 
didn’t 
want 
to 
confirm 
a 
Lyndon Johnson “ crony” just 
before Johnson left the White 
House. 
Liberals vs. Haynsworth 
With some exceptions, the 
senators most 
disturbed by 
Haynsworth’s investment con­ 
flicts are Liberals who dislike 
his conservative court opinions 
in civil rights and labor cases. 
Many democrats also believe 
Haynsworth’s appointment by 
Nixon might have been a post­ 
election payoff to Sen. Thur­ 
mond. 
Q: 
What was the vending 
machine case? 
A: In 1950, Haynsworth and 
four Greenville friends founded 
Carolina 
Vend-A-Matic 
Co. 
Haynsworth’s investment was 
$3,000, and he was made a vice 
president and director. The 
company 
prospered, 
placing 
vending 
machines 
in textile 
mills and other factories. By 
1963, its customers included 
three mills owned by subsidia­ 
ries of Deering Milliken Corp. 
The 
business 
totaled about 
$100,000 a year, roughly 3 per 
cent of Carolina Vend-n- Matic's 
income. 
The 
same 
year, 
another 
Deering 
Milliken subsidiary, 
Darlington Manufacturing Co., 
came b e f o r e Haynsworth’s 
court in a landmark dispute 
with the Textile Workers Union. 
The 
company 
had closed a 
textile mill in the wake of a 
labor dispute. Could it do so or 
was it an illegal effort to 
strangle union organizing ef­ 
forts? Haynsworth wrote the 
court’s 3 to 2 ruling favoring 
the 
company. 
The Supreme 
Court reversed it, partially on 
information Haynsworth’s court 
did not have. 
Critics contend Haynsworth 
should have disqualified himself 
because of the Carolina Vend- 
Matic 
business. Haynsworth, 
backed by the American Bar 


Association 
(ABA) 
and 
the 
Justice Department, argued it 
was a “ third party” connection, 
not a direct one, and said he 
had a duty to sit on the case. 
Haynsworth also said he did 
not work for Carolina Vend-A- 
Matic after becoming a judge 
except to arrange financing and 
attend directors meetings. He 
said he instructed the firm’s 
manager 
to 
avoid 
telling 
customers of his connection, 
and sold his share for $437,710 
after 
complaints 
about 
the 
Darlington 
case 
made 
his 
interest known. 
Q: What was the Brunswick 


С «ASG? 
A: 
On 
Nov. 
10, 
1967 
Haynsworth 
and 
two 
other 
judges heard lawyers argue a 
dispute 
between 
Brunswick 
Corp. and a Charleston, S.C., 
landlord over 10 seven-year-old 
bowling lanes and pinsetters. 
The bowling alley proprietor 
had 
defaulted 
on 
both 
its 
payments to Brunswick and its 
rent to the landlord. 
The 
judges 
agreed 
that 
afternoon to uphold a lower 
court’s decision. It gave the 
landlord the rent he had lost so 
far, but not that for the rest of 
the 
lease 
period, and gave 
Brunswick 
the used bowling 
equipment. 
Judge Harrison L. Winter 
was 
assigned 
to 
write 
the 
decision. Haynsworth said he 
promptly forgot the matter. On 
Dec. 15, his stockbroker recom­ 
mended 
Brunswick 
stock. 
Haynsvorth 
agreed, and the 
broker bought him 
$16,000 
worth Dec. 26. 
When Winter circulated his 
opinion for approval by the 
other judges, Haynsworth re­ 
membered. He recalled being

Canon 26 of the ABA 
canons of judicial ethics states: 
“ A judge should abstain from

Sen. Robert P. Griffin, R- 
Mich., who led the fight against 
Fortas, 
commented that the 
people wanted a “ strict con­

Haynsworth 
denied 
violating it but said he would 
never repeat the action. Winter 
praised Haynsworth but said he 
would not 
have 
bought 
the 
stock. 
Q: 
Did 
Haynsworth profit 
from either the Deering Milli­ 
ken or Brunswick case? 
A: Even his strongest criticis 
have not made this charge. 
Q: Is the Nixon Administra­ 
tion backing off in its support 
of Haynsworth? 
A; 
It 
has given no such 
indication, 
and White House 
News Secretary Ronald Ziegler 
said Nixon stands behind his 
high praise of Haynsworth. But 
the 
Brunswick 
case 
was 
surprise, and the Vend-A-Matic 
one raised more opposition than 
the Justice Department expect 
ed. Most observers, including 
some Republican senators, spe­ 
culate if Nixon knew then what 
he knows now he might have 
picked someone else. 


Q: 
Will 
Haynsworth 
be 
confirmed? 
A: Probably, but not without 
a fight. Organized labor and 
civil rights leaders are con­ 
vinced his past rulings indicate 
a 
strong antiunion, anticivil 
rights bias. AFLrCIO President 
George Meany told the commit­ 
tee it was only the second time 
in 40 years his organization had 
openly 
opposed 
a Supreme 
Court nominee. Eight of the 
nine black congressmen said 
they opposed Haynsworth. Few 
senators have committed them­ 
selves, but he is likely to be 
opposed by a number of Liberal 
Democrats and probably by a 
few Republicans. A filibuster 
threat was the final blow to 
Fortas’ chief justice nomina­ 
tion. There's a whiff of revenge 
in the air, and the same tactic 
by Haynsworth’s opponents is 
possible.

Sad park neglect 


A recent letter to the editor on this page points out the very 
sad neglect of a Valley asset by the County of Santa Barbara 
Parks Department. 
Ocean Park is the subject. 


The Valley’s only beach access needs a thorough clean-up 
job; a decent road; tree plantings; additional playground equip­ 
ment; establishment of a sand beach around the lagoon; re­ 
pair of the boat launch; inexpensive fire circles; improved 
parking facilities; removal of driftwood and a thorough study 


into any and all other facilities which make for a decent beach 
area park. 
This park is certainly in line for its fair share of County 
Park budgeted funds. No major, or even minor, funds have 
been expended on the facilities for a number of years. 
Several years back, park officials expressed their reluctance 
to expend major funds on the facility for fear that the Air 
Force would eventually confiscate the properties for safety 
reasons. It appears that this liklihood is unfounded at this 
time as it has been for sometime. 


Rests with public 


President Nixon has become the third president in a row to 
weigh the pros and cons of the supersonic transi>ort and decide 
that when better planes are built, the United States must build 
them. 
He has asked Congress for an appropriation of $662 mil­ 
lion spread over the next five years to underwrite development 
of the SST. Added to the $623 million appropriated since the 
Kennedy administration, this would total more than $1.28 bil­ 
lion for building and testing two prototypes of the plane. 
The willingness of three administrations to bankroll the SST 
can perhaps be discounted on the grounds that it is not their 
money, only the people’s. But Boeing Co., which would build 
the plane, and the airlines which would fly it are also enthusi­ 
astic about spending millions of their own money on its 
development. 
Boeing foresees eventual sales of 500 SSts for about $40 
million each, more than enough to pay back the government’s 
investment, with interest. Another incentive is competition 
with the British - French Concorde and Russian Tupelov sup­ 
ersonic jets, which have already been test-flown and will be 
in 
service 
at least 
six years before the American SST. 
But where these planes will carry about 150 passengers at 
1,400 miles an hour, the SST will carry nearly 300 at 1,800 
m.p.h. It could travel between New York and London in a mere

three hours or between San Francisco and Tokyo in4J2. 
There is one phase of the air transport competition where 
America has the entire field to itself. Making their debut with­ 
in the next few years will be the supersonic jumbo jets, capa­ 
ble of carrying as many as 500 passengers in economy seat­ 
ing or fewer passengers in something approaching ocean lin­ 
er luxury. 
A good question might be: Does it make more economic 
sense to carry half as many passengers twice as fast, or twice 
as many passengers half as fast? 


The jumbo jets will not be sluggish craft. Their cruising 
speed — around 600 m.p.h. — will equal the speed the SST will 
have to be confined to over land because of the sonic boom ef­ 
fect. It is only over open ocean that the SST’s immense speed 
advantage can be exploited. 
That raises another question: W ill intercontinental passen­ 
gers be willing to pay premium fares to ride the SST, or will 
they opt for the slower jumbos, whose huge carrying capaci­ 
ties are expected to make possible drastic reductions on long- 
haul air fares? 
The President thinks there is a need and a market for both 
types of plane. So do the airlines. But only the traveling public 
can give the final answer. 


Had a law 


Like most states, Illinois has witness­ 
ed a motorcycle population explosion, 
the number of registrations having dou­ 
bled in Illinois from 50,000 to 100,000 
since 1965. 
And 
like 
most 
s t a t e s including 
ours, Illinois had a 
law requiring motor­ 
cyclists 
to 
wear 
crash helmets. 
It is obvious why 
such a la w was 
passed. 
However, we say 
Illinois had a law un­ 
til the motorcyclists 
successfully 
chal­ 
lenged it. The law has now been de­ 
clared, believe it or not, unconstitu­ 
tional on the grounds that an individual 
cannot be forced to protect himself. 
This unbelievable ruling could open a 
rather interesting legal Pandora's box, 
especially if it is repeated in other 
states or is applied to automobile driv­ 
ers as well. 


For example, it could call into ques­ 
tion the practice of some judges of sus­ 
pending portions of fines or sentences 
of traffic violators who were wearing 
seat belts or, conversely, being a lit­ 
tle harder on those who were not wear­ 
ing their belts. 
What about cases where contributory 
negligence has been alleged against per­ 
sons who were injured in accidents be­ 
cause they did not have their seat or 
shoulder belts fastened? 
The whole issue, of course, revolves 
around the question of where one’s own 
safety ends and the rights of others be­ 
gins. 
It may not be constitutional to force 
a motorcyclist to protect himself. But 
it would seem that a second party 
who may run into or over him deserves 
some protection from the undue conse­ 
quences of an accident, entirely regard­ 
less of who may cause the accident. 
Think about that awhile.

Finch buffeting 


WASHINGTON. Sept. 16-When Rich­ 
ard Nixon, as President-elect, assigned 
his erood friend and California allv. Rob­ 
ert H. Finch to the snake pit of Health, 
Education and Welfare he must have 
had an idea of what it would mean. 
Finch was certain to be pinned between 
the Nixon southern strategy and the ure- 
lenting demand for desegregation not 
only of sc hools but of all public facili­ 
ties. 
A big man with the broad shoulders 
of an athlete, Finch has the strained 
look of the long-dis­ 
tance runner on his 
face — a man who 
knows the finish line 
will always be 100 
yards ahead. Even as 
he claims the super­ 
iority of the adminis­ 
tration 
approach to 
intergration, 
h i s 
enduring cruel and 
unusual punishment. 
Finch’s argument 
that federal court orders are the surest 
way to integrate the schools may prove 
right in the end, although in light of 
the built-in prejudices of southern judges 
it is highly doubtful. But this overlooks 
something far more fundamental. 
The U.S. Commission on Civil Rights, 
under the chairmanship of the Rev. The­ 
odore M. Hesburghof Notre Dame, called 
the backing and filling of Finch and At­ 
torney General John N. Mitchell a "m a­ 
jor retreat.’ That is how it is read in 
the South. Only by unremitting pressure 
was it possible to bring about a change 
in southern attitudes. As the pressure 
lets up, the hard - line resistance comes 
boiling out and those who had resigned 
themselves to a fundamental change are 
isolated. 
What gripes Finch most of all is the 
attack of the liberals who feel that he, 
the most conspicuous liberal in the Nix­ 
on cabinet, has let them down. Don’t 
they know, he 
demands, how the other 
side is after me? They’re talking about 
impeaching me. 
This last is not, it happens, merely 
a figure of 
speech. 
Rep. Flectcher 
Thompson of Georgia, one of the new 
breed of southern Republicans, is pre­ 
paring the basis for articles or impeach­ 
ment that he intends to present on the 
floor of the House. Thompson has sent 
questionnaires to school superintendents 
throughout the south, asking for figures 
on schools shut down after failing to com­ 
ply with HEW orders to desegregate. 
Responses already received, Thomp­ 
son says, show schools valued at $35,- 
000,000 closed up. Included in this total 
is a new school in Thompson’s own dis­ 
trict which takes in a major portion of 
the 
city of Atlanta. 
It is an all-black 
school, with whites living sufficiently 
close to make integration possible. The 
blacks, Thompson insists, want to keep 
their school just as it has always been. 
The impeachment would charge Finch 
with deliberately violating the provisions 
of an appropriation bill forbidding use of 
the money for busing pupils from one 
school to another or otherwise enforc­ 
ing desegregation. Thompson has no illu­ 
sions that the House will vote to impeach 
the secretary of Health, Education and 
Welfare. But his attack is symptomatic 
of the drive to bring Finch to heel. 
It is led by southern Republicans from 
the states that gave President Nixon his 
victory in November and from the states 
that George Wallace carried. Foremost 
in this company is Sen. Strom Thur­ 
mond of South Carolina, an engineer oi 
the Nixon victory and now head of the 
watchful guard on the Mason - Dixon line 
saying this far and no farther. 
In Finch’s dilemma is something poig­ 
nant. He is faced with desegregating 
the hard-core states that put every ob­ 
stacle in the way of the preceding 
administration. And this is in the face 
of deliberate efforts, such as cutting the 
number 
of 
compliance officers 
in 
the south by half, to make it impossible. 
The day after Father Hesburgh’s com­ 
mission scored the Finch • Mitchell ap­ 
proach as a "major retreat,” the sec­ 
retary issued his own progress report. 
This claimed that “ more school deseg­ 
regation is occurring this month than at 


any school opening in America’s past.” 
The statement gave impressive statis­ 
tics — 336 voluntary desegregation plans 
at school opening compared with 171 
last year — to document the progress. 
The Civil Rights Commission had 
challenged HEW’s claim of 2,994 school 
districts as "completelydesegregated.” 
A truer measure would be the 914 dis­ 
tributed in seven hard - core states, 
of which only 114 districts have been 
desegregated. 
Competing statistics are hard to sort 
out. The real question is where the 


Nixon administration stands. One test fe 
the amendment already passed by tlfe 
House 
underwriting 
"Freedom 
of 
Choice. 
In the south "Freedom of 
Choice” makes Ihe plight of the blacks 
wanting desegregation all but impossible. 
Finch came out against the amendment. 
No one else in the executive branch has 
spoken up. The impression grows that 
Finch is a kind of St. Sebastian, set 
up to take the arrows of attack with 
the patient smile of martyrdom.

Space scientists

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
This reporter has come across a 
most amazing cover-up: 
Space agency men helping their com­ 
munities and hiding these aid projects 
as though they were sinful. 
Or illegal (which some of this help is, 
the spending and the projects not having 
been authorized by the President, the 
Congress or the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration top officials.) 
To understand this crazy, mixed - up 
situation, consider the bitter irony of 
this nation’s space scientiest, now that 
they have succeeded so brilliantly 
in 
landing on the moon: 
On the one hand, 
the space scientists 
are 
besieged with 
loud public and con­ 
gressional clamor to 
adapt 
the startling 
successful 
moon - 
space techniques to 
• 
the bitter social pro­ 
blems of our time. 
The pressures are 
enormous. . . from 
every side. Everyone 
wants in on aid from the space spec­ 
ialists— the 
poverty 
and 
the job 
planners, the pollution fighters, 
the 
low-cost housing people, the managers 
of our overburdened city governments 
lost in problems growing faster than 
solutions and the nation’s police depart­ 
ments fighting a seemingly losing battle 
against crime on the streets. 
The NASA scientists, being sensitive 
human beings, are tuned to these pres­ 
sures and 
determined to use their 
space-acquired skills to help their fel- 
lowmen in ways in which they are uniqu­ 
ely qualified. 
But one of the cardinal rules of 
government (and Congress) is that each 
agency 
shall work in the fields in 
which it is assigned. And before pro­ 
jects are assigned and funded, they 
must be gone over in detail by adminis­ 
tration and congressional committees. 
That, on record, cuts NASA out of 
most social work, at least until there 
are some long, hard looks at the pro­ 
posals and agreements between 
all 
agencies and departments concerned with 
each proposal (which may be as many 
as 31). Then the funding problems must 
be straightened out. 
But all this takes time— sometimes 
years. 
The communities that want aid want 
it now and the scientists want to help 
now. The pressures have become in­ 
tense. 
So small groups of scientists in NASA 
have taken things into their own hands, 
quite illegally, of course. 
They have squirreled funds and time 
on computers and other odds and ends 
from here and there away from other 
projects and used these resources and 
machines (and considerable amounts of 
their own free time without pay) to 
help communities in need with rather 
big problems, though minute compared 
with the space projects or the nation’s 
over-all social spending. It must be 
noted that some projects were legal 
in the sense that the scientists did 
the work entirely on their own time 


and without using government facilities. 
Some had in-house approval. 
In one city they applied systems analy­ 
sis, as used in space projects, to the 
problems of air pollution. 
In another, to planning for orderly 
school expansion to meet the needs of 
a mushrooming population. 
They applied the systems concept to 
the over-all management of one med­ 
ium-sized Virginia town and to some 
of the key problems of a major city 
police force. 
They developed new concepts for the 
planning and organization of a major jet 
airport in one city. 
in one area, NASA scientists develop­ 
ed new techniques for the surveillance 
of public schools to prevent vandalism. 
In another, they proposed innovations 
in the use of helicopters in police 
operations. 
And in one large city they helped 
one agency develop ways of evaluating 
proposals for large study and develop­ 
ment contracts with private industry, a 
field in which NaSA men are particularly 
experienced. 
They have developed improved com­ 
mand 
and 
control 
communications 
system for serving one city’s emergency 
departments— fire, police, ambulance 
and rescue. 
These projects, of course, cover only 
a small part of this guerrilla aid pro- 
.gram. No one, in government or out, 
knows its full extent. For many of the 
projects have been hidden even from the 
NASA headquarters in Washington. Even 
some of the projects which have been 
written up for internal agency use carry 
the notation— not to be publicized.
